Ttils does not mean 
they ore liberal, but they arc more progrcs-

It happens that, ■whether Democrats or Re- 
.publicans are In-Aontrol on capltol hiiJ, the 
moat powerliir" cdngressTohal committee 
chairmanships normally fall to conservatives 
who do not sec luUy eye to eye with the White 
Bouse occupant.

One anowy day a aclioo\ 
busJiad-to atop for a-llght.-Bome 
older boys on tha sidewalk made up 
snowballs awlttly and handed them 
to the boyj Inside the bus.

The children In the 
bus are roughly treated when tha 
older ones begin throwing and chas- 
ing each other. When the driver Is 
the target for whatever mlulls 
eomu handy, the busload of chil- 
dren Is endangered. 

No driver can control a load' of 
idolescent boys and girls. His whole 
«^U»Uon ihtutd be on Ihe cat and 
(he road. Aa these boys and girls 
will play roughly whenever -a group 
lathen. aa school children always 
relax noisily after school leU out, 
.there should. be a. responsible. penoi 
the tms to keep order and M 
that itie children .arc not endan- 
gered by their own misbehavior. 

The PTA that works In a dUtilct 
where busea are used would do well 
to (tudy this master and take what 
itepa are necessary to remedy tha 
condition.
